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makes It less offensive to the single Gol-
dstandard men than when It raised the
Senate.

The bill agreed on to-da- y is tho outcome
of the concerted movement of the business
men of the country, expressed through the
Indianapolis monetary conventions of 1SD7

ant 1533. Many of the sections are based
on provisions of the bill prepared by the
monetary commission under the auspices
of the Indianapolis convention. The bill
which passed tho Hou?e early in December
hy a majority of forty was prepared by a
Republican caucus committee which met at
Atlantic City last April, and the Senate bill
was the result of the deliberations of the
Republican senators on the finance com-
mittee who sat during the summer for the
same purpose. The Idea of a Republicar
caucus committee to Elt during the recess
of Congrtss to give a definite character to
the Republican pledge of IStt to put the
Sold standard Into law originated with
Speaker Henderson and was given form al-

most exactly a year ago by a conference
between him and other Republican leaders
and Hugh 11. Hanna, chairman of the ex-
ecutive committee of the Indianapolis con-
vention.

MR. HANNA'S VIEWS.
Mr. Hanna expressed great satisfac-

tion to-nig-ht over the gold standard
features of the conference report and de-
clared that It would. In his opinion, do
much to elevate the credit of'.ne United
States abroad and maintain confidence and
business activity at home.

"Every man who favors a revision of the
monetary laws," said Mr. Hanna, "will
realize that the provisions for the estab-
lishment and maintenance of the gold
standard and the other important features
of the financial measure reported by the
House and the Senate conferees make a
splendid bill. It Is not, as a whole, an Ideal
measure, but It Is a great step forward
and worth all the time and labor that the
sound-mone- y organization has spent to se-

cure it. The business men of the country
have much yet to accomplish before our
financial system is properly adjusted to
our rapidly expanding commerce, but these
changes will come later. It was first
necessary to establish the gold standard.
and this Congress has wisely and well done.

'The sections of the bill which define the
standard and provide the means to main-
tain it are clear -- and explicit. They admit
of no misunderstanding. It is made man-
datory upon the secretary of the treasury
to maintain all forms of money at a parity
with gold, and a gold reserve of 150,000,000 is
provided for the redemption of the green-
backs and the treasury notes. The secre-
tary of the treasury is required to sell
bonds to maintain the reserve and the pro-
ceeds cannot be used for current expenses.
This is a wise provision. It avoids an un-
necessary Increase of the national debt and
prevents a contraction of the currency.
There is much to bo said in criticism and
In favor of the refunding scheme, but,
taken in connection with the gold-standa- rd

sections, it will help firmly to estab-
lish our credit at home and abroad. If
successful the floating at par of 2 per cent.
bonds must be regarded as a great finan-
cial triumph. The rate of interest Is lower
than the British empire pays for its con-

sols, and it 1? below the rate paid by
any other European government. The in-

ternational bimetallic amendment, as it is
generally called, is a blemish on the bill.
It can have no legislative effect, but will
serve to mislead the people and to confuse
the public mind." ,

TEXT OF THE BILL.

The Measure as Reported Itack from
tbe Conference Committees.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23. The text of the
financial bill as agreed upon and as it will
be' reported by the conferees and as it
probably will become a law is as follows:

That the dollar, consisting of" 25 8-- 10

grains of gold nine-tent- hs fine, as estab-
lished by Section Soil of the Revised
Statutes of the United States, shall be the
standard unit of value, and all forms of
xroney issued or coined by the United
States shall be maintained at a parity of
value with this standard, and it shall bo
the duty of the secretary of the treasury
to maintain such parity.

Reserve Fond of Gold.
Section 2. That United States notes and

treasury notes issued under the act of July
4, liOO, when presented to the treasury
for rsdemptlon shall be redeemed in gold
coin of tho standard fixed in the first sec-
tion of this act, and in order to secure the
prompt and certain redemption of such
notes as herein provided it shall be the
duty of the secretary of the treasury to
set apart In the treasury a reserve fund
of $150,000,000 in gold coin and bullion,
which fund shall be used for such redemp-
tion purposes only, and whenever and as
often as any of said notes shall be re-
deemed from said fund it shall be the duty
of the secretary of the treasury to use
said notes so redeemed to restore and
maintain such reserve fund in the manner
following, to wit: First, by exchanging
the notes so redeemed for any gold coin
In the general fund of the treasury; sec-
ond, by accepting deposits of. gold coin
at the treasury or at any subtreasury in
exchange for the United States notes so
redeemed; third, by procuring gold coin
by the use of said notes in accordance
with the provisions of Section 3700 of the
Revised Statutes of the United States. If

Stirer Certificates.
See. 5. That it shall be the duty of the

secretary of the treasury, as fast as stand-
ard silver dollars are coined under the
provisions of the acts of July 14, l&W, and
June 13, 1898. from bullion purchased under
the act of July 4, 1890, to retire and cancel
an equal amount of treasury notes when-
ever received into the treasury, either by
exchange in accordance with the provisions
of this act or in the ordinary course of
business, and on the cancellation of treas-
ury notes silver certificates shall be issued
against the silver dollars so coined.

Gold Certificates.
Sec. 6. That the secretary of the treasury

Is hereby authorized and directed to receive
deposits of gold coin with the treasurer or
any assistant treasurer of the United

the authority to issue certificates
as herein provided shall be suspended; and
provided further, that whenever and so
long, as the aggregate amount of United
States notes and silver certificates in the
general fund of the treasury shall exceed
560.000.000 the secretary of the treasury
may, in his discretion, suspend the issue of
the certificates herein provided for; and
provided further, that of the amount of
such outstanding certificates one-fourt- h, at
leat, shall be in denominations of W) or
less; and provided further that the secre-
tary of the treasury may, in his discretion.
Hsue such certificates in denominations of
$10.000. payable to order. And Section 5193

of the Revised Statutes of the United
States is hereby repealed.

Issue of Small Notes.
Sec. 7. That hereafter silver certificates

shall be issued only of denominations of
ten dollars and under, except that not ex-

ceeding in the aggregate 10 per centum of
the total volume of said certificates. In the
discretion of the secretary of the treasury
may be issued in denominations of twenty
dollars, fifty dollars and one hundred dol-

lars; and silver certificates of higher de-

nomination than ten dollars, except as
herein provided, shall, whenever received
at the treasury or redeemed, be retired
and canceled, and certificates of denoml-nntin- n

of tpn dollars or less shall be sub
stituted therefor, and after such substitu-
tion, in whole or in part, a like volume of
United States notes of less denomination
than ten dollars shall, from time to time,
be retired and canceled, and notes of de-

nominations of ten dollars and upward
shall be reissued in substitution therefor,
with like qualities and restrictions as those
retired and canceled.

Subsidiary Silver Coin.
Sec. 8. That the secretary of the treasury

is hereby authorized to use, at his discre-
tion, any sliver bullion in the treasury of
the United States, purchased under the act
of July 14, 1S90, for coinage Into such de-

nominations of subsidiary silver coin as
may be necessary to meet the public re-

quirements for such coin: Provided, that
the amount of subsidiary sliver coin out-
standing shall not, at any time, exceed, in
the aggregate, one hundred millions of dol-

lars. Whenever any silver bullion, pur-
chased under the act of July 14. 1S90, shall
be used in the coinage of subsidiary silver
coin, an amount of treasury notes Issued
under said act equal to the cost of the
bullion contained In such coin shall be can-
celed and not reissued.

Sec. 9. That tne secretary of the treasury
is hereby authorized and directed to cause
all worn and uncurrent subsidiary silver
coin of the United States now in the treas-
ury and hereafter received, to be recolned,
and to reimburse the treasury of the
United States for the difference between
the nominal or face value of such coin
and the amount the same will produce in
new coin from any moneys in the treas-
ury not otherwise appropriated.

Small National Banks.
Sec. 10. That Section 5138 of the Ttevlsed

Statutes Is hereby amended so as to read:
"Section 5138. No association shall be or-

ganized with a less capital than one hun-
dred thousand dollars, except that banks
with a capital of not less than fifty thou
sand dollars may, with the approval of the
secretary of the treasury, be organized In
any place the population of which does
not exceed six thousand Inhabitants and
except that banks with a capital of not
less than twenty-fiv- e thousand dollars
may. with the sanction of tho secretary of
the treasury, be organized In any place the
population of which does not exceed throe
thousand inhabitants. No association shall
be organized in a city the population of
which exceeds fifty thousand persons with
a capital of less than two hundred thou
sand dollars."

Two Per Cent. Bonds.
Sec. 11. That the secretary of the treas

ury is hereby authorized to receive at the
treasury any of tho outstanding bonds of
the United States bearing interest at 5 per
centum per annum, payable Feb. 1, lJOI.
and any bonds of the United States bear
ing Interest at 4 per centum per annum,
payable July 1, 1907. and any bonds of the
United States bearing Interest at 3 ikt
centum per annum, payable Aug. 1, 1903,
and to issue in exchange therefor an equal
amount of coupon or registered bonds of
the United States in such form as he may
prescribe, 1 denominations of $50 or any
multiple thereof, bearing Interest at the
rate of 2 per centum per annum, payable
quarterly, such bonds to be payable at the
pleasure of the United States, after thirty
years from the date or their ls3uc, and said
bonds to bo payable, principal and interest.
in gold coin or tne present standard value.
and to be exempt from the payment of all
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tax or duties of the United States, as well
as from taxation In any form by or under
state, municipal or local authority: Pro-
vided, that such outstanding bonds may be
received in exchange at a valuation not
greater than their present worth to yield
income of 24 per centum pr annum, and
In consideration of the reduction of inter-
est effected, the secretary of the treasury
Is authorized to pay to the holders of the
outstanding bonds surrendered for ex-
change, out of any money In the treasury
not otherwise appropriated, a sum not
greater than the difference between their
present worth, computed as aforesaid, and
their par value, and the payments to be
made hereunder shall be held to be pay-
ments on account of the sinking fund cre-
ated by Section 3G9i of the Revised Stat-
utes. And provided further, that the 2 per
centum bonds to be issued under the pro-
visions of this act shall be issued at not
less than par and they shall be numbered
consecutively in the order of their issue,
and when payment Is made the last num-
bers Issued shall be first paid and this
order snail be followe. until all the bonds
are paid, and whenever any of the out-
standing bonds are called for payment in-
terest thereon shall cease three months
after such call; and there is hereby appro-
priated out of any money In the treasury
not otherwise appropriated, to effect the
exchanges of bonds provided for In this
act, a sum not exceeding 1-- 15 of 1 per cent-
um of the face value of said bonds, to
pay the expense of preparing and issu'n?
the same anu other expenses incident
tnereio.

National Dank Notes.
Sec. 12. That upon the deposit with the

treasurer of the United States by any na-
tional banking association of any bonds of
the United States In the manner provided
by existing law such association shall be
entitled to receive from the controller of
the currency circulating notes In blank,
registered and countersigned as Drovided
by law, equal in amount to the part value
of the bonds so deposited; and any na-
tional banking association now having
bonds on deposit for the security of cir
culating notes, and upon which an amount
or circulating notes has been issued less
than the par value of the bonds shall be
entitled, upon due application to the con
troller or the currency, to receive addi-
tional circulating notes in blank to an
amount which will lncreare the circulating
notes held by such association to the par
value of the bonds deposited, such addi-
tional notes to be held and treated in the
same way as circulating notes of nationalbanking associations heretofore issued, and
subject to all the provisions of law affect
ing such notes. Provided, that nothing
nerein contained shall be construed to
modify or repeal the provisions of Section
5167 of the Revised Statutes of the United
States authorizing the controller of thecurrency to require additional deposits of
bonds or of lawful money In case the mar--
Ket value of the bonds held to secure the
circulating notes shall fall below the par
value of the circulating notes outstand-
ing for which such bonds may be deposited
as security; and provided, further, that
the circulating notes furnished to national
banking associations under the provisions
of this act shall be of the denominations
prescribed by law, except that ho national
banking association shall after the passage
of this act be entitled to receive from the
controller of the currency or to issue or
reissue or place in circulation more than
one-thir- d In amount of its circulating notes
of the denomination of $5; and provided,
further, that the total amount of such
notes issued to any such association may
equal at any time but shall not exceed the
amount at such time of its capital stock
actually paid in; and provided, further,
that under regulations to be prescribed by
the secretary of the treasury any national
banking association may substitute the 2
per centum bonds issued under the pro-
visions, of this act for any of the bonds
deposited with the treasurer to secure cir-
culation or to secure deposits of public
money; and so much of an act entitled
"An act to enable national banking associa-
tions to extend their corporate existence
and for other purposes," approved July 12,
1SS2, as prohibits any national bank which
makes any deposit of lawful money in or-
der to withdraw its circulating notes from
receiving any increase of its circulation
tor the period of six months from the time
it made such deposit of lawful money for
the purpose aforesaid is hereby repealed,
and all other acts or parts of acts incon-
sistent with the provisions of this section
are hereby repealed.

Tax on National Danks.
Sec. 13. That every national banking

association havin.? on deposit as provided
by law bonds of tne United States bearing
interest at the rate of 2 per centum per
annum. Issued under the provisions of this
act to secure its circulating notes, shallpay to the treasurer of the United States
in the months of January and July a tax
of one-four- th of 1 per centum each halfyear upon the average amount of such
of its notes in circulation as are based
upon the deposits of said 2 per centum
bonds, and such taxes shall be in lieu of
existing taxes on its notes in circulation
imposed by Section 5214 of the Revised
Statutes.

International Bimetallism.
Sec. 14. That the provisions of this act

are not intended to preclude the accom-
plishment of International bimetallism
whenever conditions shall make it ex-
pedient and practicable to secure the same
by concurrent action of the leading com-
mercial nations of the world and at a ratio
which shall insure permanence or relative
value between gold and silver.

The title to be "An act to define and
fix the standard of value, to maintain the
parity of all forms of money Issued or
coined by the United States, to refund the
public debt and for other purposes."

KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE

JOINT RESOLUTION INTRODUCED
FOR ADJOURNMENT.

Special Session Expected Legislation
by Democratic SenatorsFrankfort

Solonn to Investigate.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 23. Mr. Läf-fert-y

to-da- y Introduced in the House a
joint resolution for adjournment of both
branches of the General Assembly sine die
on Feb. 28. The resolution says that the
factions cannot be harmonized, and that
the pending contest cannot be settled in
the time remaining for the session, and
that the people's money Is being wasted.
It states also that an extra session will
likely be called. The resolution went over
one day.

The Republican Senate and Democratic
Senate convened simultaneously again to-

day, and Lieutenant Governor Marshall and
President Pro Tern. Carter again pre-
sided from the same stand. The clash over
the chair, however, lasted only a few min-
utes, the Republican senators, presided over
by Marshall, voting to adjourn and leav-
ing the Democratic senators in session.

The Senate passed the McChord railroad
bill by a vote of 19 to 0. The bill empowers
the State railroad commissioner to regu-
late freight rates and to punish extortion.
It was indorsed in a plank in the Demo-
cratic State platform and was one of the
leading issues of the campaign.

The Senate also passed the Coleman anti-
trust bill. It prohibits the operation of
pools, trusts and combination of either per-
sons, firms or corporations, which seek to
raise or lower market values, and imposes
heavy fines, in addition to forfeiture of the
right to do business in this State, after
conviction. Senator Utley's bill making it
unlawful for corporations to subscribe or
contribute money to political campaign
funds was also passed. The penalty for
violations of the law Is a fine of from $500

to 55,000 or revocation of charter, or both.
The Frankfort City Council to-nig- ht

passed a resolution authorizing the mayor
to appoint a committee to Investigate the
alleged presence in the city of armed
mountaineers, charged with having threat-
ened the lives of judges of the Court of
Appeals. The resolution directs the com-
mittee to call on Governor Taylor and de-
mand of him the names of all persons,
either citizens or soldiers, who are quar-
tered In the State building? and the reason
therefor, also to investigate all rasplctoua
characters found in any part of the city.

TRAIN THROUGH A BRIDGE

TlimTV-MX- E CARS PILED UP IX TIIE
"WABASH RIVER.

Wreck at Ter re Kante, witl One Man
Kllled-nuild- lng Collapsed at

aiatthevra Smallpox Situation.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal.
TERRE HAUTE. Ind.. Feb. 23.- -A pier of

the Wabash river brldse of the Big Four
Railroad, which had been undermined by
years' erosion of a confined current, swung
out of line a minute before east-boun- d

freight No. came along and thirty-nin- e

loaded cars went into the river. Three of
the train crew went down with the wreck,
but all wero rescued alive, although two
probably will die.

Hundreds of persons who had been
watching the ice gorge go out witnessed
the accident. Of these a large number had
seen the pier swerve a minute before the
train arrived and some tried to signal the
train, but they were on the wrong side of
the river, and besides, the road approaches
the bridge from the west around a long
curve. Engineer Harry Adams was found
on top of his cab, which had floated away
from the engine. He was able to walk
after being lifted from the river. Fireman
Dan Ruddle was near him on some lumber
under the water. Head Brakeman J. A.
Whiteman was in the wreck of a car.
Ruddle is scalded. and his legs and side are
injured. Whiteman has many injuries.

About twenty cars went down with the
first crash and fifteen minutes later the
second span of the bridge gave way and all
except ten of the remaining cars were
pulled into the torrent. The Southwestern
Limited, which was behind time, would
have been on the bridge before the freight
went down if it had been on time, and it
arrived a few minutes after the accident.
Adams and Ruddle live at Brlghtwood, and
Whiteman's home is in Princeton, Ind.

Pile drivers from the Cairo division and
from East St. Louis have been ordered
here, as also section hands from the West-
ern division, all carpenters from the Chica-
go division and lumber from all points.
Chief Engineer Klttridge and General
Manager Schaff will arrive to-nig- ht. The
cars were loaded with grain, lumber and
cotton. The engine. No. 410, was one of the
large ones and comparatively new. It was
entirely out of sight soon after it wentt
down.

Saturday Morning. Fireman Ruddle died
shortly after midnight. His wife came
from Brlghtwood, but arrived half an hour
after his death.

Factory Collapsed at Matthews.
Special to the Indianapolis Journal.

MARION, Ind.,' Feb. 23. An accident in
which a score or more of men were in-

jured, some perhaps fatally, occurred at
Matthews about 2 o'clock this afternoon.
The factory of the Van Camp Window
Glass Company, owned by the Van Camp
Hardware Company, of Indianapolis, which
was nearly completed, collapsed and a
number of workmen were precipitated from
the roof thirty feet to the ground, falling
amid the debris of the wrecked building.
Many working inside were struck by flying
timbers.

TWO CASES ENTERED.

Weekly I'ny Law to lie Teated In the
Courts at Mnncle.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal- -

MUNCIE, Ind., Feb. 23.-Prcs- ecutor Ed-

ward M. White to-d- ay filed the first suits
for the enforcement of the weekly wage
pay law in Indiana, the action coming after
much Agitation and very careful consid-
eration and preparation on the part of the
county prosecutor. State Factory Inspector
McAbee and the attorney general, the in
teresting documents being first submitted
to the State prosecutor. Two suits were
filed, in the names of as many employes
at the Indiana iron works, one representing
the skilled labor, and the other the com-
mon labor, the Republic Iron and Steel
Company with offices in Chicago, being de
fendant in the actions. The papers will
stand on record ten days, when some ac-
tion will be taken. Mr. White anticipates
a hard contest on the validity of the law,
and Senator Walter L. Ball, author of the
statute, has tendered his services in the
prosecution. Mr. White anticipates that
the cases will go to the Supreme Court, and
that at least one year will be consumed
before a deflnate decision can 'be had. Mr.
White states that in anticipation of tho
suits, representatives of the Republic Com-
pany made intimations to him that if the
law is enforced in Indiana, it will kill one
of the great industries, viz., the iron and
steel Industry, which will be forced back
to Pennsylvania, where laws are made
to protect the industries.

The Company Will Pay.
State Factory Inspector McAbee yester-

day received word from the Republic Iron
and Steel Company informing him that
hereafter the company would pay its em-
ployes on the weekly wage plan. The suits
which Mr. McAbee Intended to bring
against the company will be dropped.

QUARANTINE IS FARCICAL.

Smallpox Situation Steadily Growing
"Worse Change of Sentiment.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal.
CLAY CITY, Ind.. Feb. 23. The so-call- ed

quarantine for smallpox at this place seems
to be a miserable failure in every respect,
except in the way of killing business and
saddling on the town an enormous debt.
Persons broken out with the disease get
out on the street and mingle with the
crowd, and the only action taken so far
to prevent a repetition of the act has been
to send them home on a promise to be
good.

A pesthouse was rigged up several weeks
ago, but no person has been required to
occupy it yet, though the quarantine has
been violated repeatedly. Many persons
have been released from quarantine while
covered with sores, and permitted to go on
the streets and Into places of business
while Jn this condition. Persons who do
not care to come in contact with the dis-
ease have frequently been compelled to go
out of their way or retreat from such
cases.

It is reported that butter Is being brought
to market from farmhouses where there
are smallpox patients.

All the practicing physicians, except Dr.
Wolfe, now agree that the disease is small-
pox. There seems to be a much greater
per cent, of bad cases now than formerly.
Public opinion has undergone quite a
change since Dr. Hurty first pronounced
the disease smallpox. Then he was de-
nounced as an alarmist and a crank. Now
almost everybody says he is right and that
an "effective" quarantine would be the
proper thing. About a dozen houses have
been carded within the last week, and un-

less more stringent measures are resorted
to it will be a long time till the disease
is stamped out.
